A Romantic Murder. 
Pickens county, Georgia, ‘is excited over 
the capture aud return cf a murderess who 
hat for nearly a year, backed by a strong 
posse of friends, defied arrest. The story 
of the crime is a terrible one. About a 
year ago, Bob Southern married Kale 
Hambnck, an acknowledged belle of that 
section, who was dashing, impetuous and 
strong willed, but a general favorite. The 
wedded life of the youog couple was for 
some time happy, until the bride began to 
show signs of jealousy at the attentions of 
her husband to a Miss Conort, an old flame. 
This feeling culmina.ed at a ball at Christ­ 
mas, where Southern and bis wile and Miss 
Conort were present. Mrs. Southern's feel­ 
ings were wrought up by the renewed at­ 
tentions of her husband to his old flame, 
aud she at last requested him not to dance 
with her any more, and made the same re­ 
quest of Miss Conort, without 
effect. 
Southern took Miss Conort as his partner 
tor a quadrille, when his wife interfered, 
claiming that he had promised to dance 
with her, but he denied It, and repulsed 
her.

ticulated bounds, and plunged the knife 
into her neck and throat. Ox course con­ 
sternation seized the guests, and, beiore 
they could interfere, Mibs Conort was fa­ 
tally injured. She was fearfully hacked.
